GREAT FREIGHT CONGESTION. 


New York Central Hunting for Its 


Cars on Other Railroads. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—Orders have been 
issued by the traffic department of the 
New York Central lines west of Buffalo 
instructing all agents and solicitors to 
cease soliciting business, as the roads are 
unable to handle what comes to them 
naturally. These employes have been 
directed to hunt for freight cars. Aoccord- 
ingly, between 150 and 200 men are now 
devoting all their time to tracing on other 
lines freight cars belonging to the New 
York Central.

The panic-stricken cashier said he 
wailed the loss of $180,000. Later in the 
day the total amount in the cashier's pos- 
session was officially stated to be $330,- 
000, of which a package containing $193,- 
000 was stolen, but it is said to be possi- 
ble that the amount of the booty may be 
$200,000, as the count of the smaller 
packages has not yet been finished, 

The scene of the attack was carefully 
chosen in a narrow street bordering on 
the Ekaterinsk Canal, and overhung by 
a house from one of the windows of which 
the first bomb was thrown. Immediate- 
ly after the explosion a group of revolu- 
tionists on the sidewalk drew revolvers 
and attempted to surround the carriage, 
with the results already detailed. The 
force of the explosion damaged three 
blocks of houses, and many of them show 
the marks of bullets fired in the fight 
between the revolutionists and officers. 
The entire district where the robbery took 
place was cordonned by troops, who 
searched all the houses in the hope of 
capturing the criminals. 

In spite of wholesale arrests, however, 
the majority of the Revolutionists made 
clean their escape with booty amounting 
to nearly $200,000. Up to midnight the 
police had no definite clue and released 
all the persons arrested except the five 
who were captured in the battle. None 
of these has been identified. All af them 
persistently refuse to answer questions, 
but it is supposed that the crime was or- 
ganized and executed by a band of Mos- 
cow and Warsaw Revolutionists, of whose 
coming to St. Petersburg the police were 
warned ten days ago. The Prefect of Po- 
lice on Oct. 16 published an order direct- 
ing that special precautions be taken tu 
guard all transfers of Government money 
because he had been Informed that the 
band contemplated robbery on a grand 
scale. 

It is supposed, because of their intimate 
knowledge of the method of transferring 
money, that the men had a confederate in 
the customs service. 

The police report of the affair confirms 
the foregoing story in all its essential de- 
tails. Three gendarmes, the cashier, a 
house porter, and a civilian were slightly 
wounded, and one woman was dangerous- 
ly hurt. In the fusillade five gendarmes 
had their horses killed under them.

Some surprise has been expressed among 
those not familiar with the Japanese that 
an incident ordinarily considered so trivied 
should be taken with such serfousness by 
them. But the fact that there ig no 
point at which they could be touched on 
which they would be so sensitive, It is not 
with them a question of the education of 
a few young Japanese, despite the slever 
manner in which Ambassador Aoki plead- 
ed for ‘‘the little children.” It ig the 
question of social equality that has been 
raised in San Francisco. The Japanesé 
have smarted for years under the impu- 
tation of racial inferiority, and no single 
motive has so influenced their amasing 
progress in Western civilization as their 
determination to prove themselves the 
equals at all points of any people on 
earth. 

That was at the bottom of their strug- 
gle for the abrogation of the old treaties 
conferring extra-territprial rights on for- 
eign nations. That was one of the ob- 
Sects to be attained by the war with 
Russia. Now they believe they have won 
it. They are very sure of it, and this ex- 
clusion of Japanese from the San Fran- 
cisco schools js a blow on the sorest pos- 
sible point of their make-up: It strikes 
their tremendous racial pride and their 
enormous personal conceit. 

The Administration Worried. 


It is with a knowledge of these facts 
and in consideration of these circum- 
stances that the President and the State 
Department officials recognize a posai- 
bility in the present situation which al- 
most any other conditions would render 
inconceivable. It is not too much to say 
that both the President and Secretary 
Root have contemplated the possibility 
of a serious clash with Japan developing 
out of the incident in San Francisco, 

Both at the White House and the State 
Department there has been some extremeé- 
ly pessimistic talk in the last two days. 
The Japanese are too skilled in diplomacy 
to make it believable that Ambassador 
Aoki took an attitude more vigorous than 
his Government was prepared to support 
in his interview with Secretary Root, but 
there can be no question that the attitude 
was one of grave significance. 

It is difficult to believe that the Japa- 
nese are really prepared to go as far ag 
war in their demand for the enforcement 
of their treaty rights. It is only a year 
since the conclusion of peace with Rus- 
sia, a peace that was tremendously un- 
palatable in Japan, but that was prac- 
tically forced by the financial difficulty 
in the way of the continuance of war, No 
substantial recovery from her finanoial 
difficulty has yet been made by Japan, 
The financing of a war with the United 
States would be a vastly greater under- 
taking than was the furnishing of money 
for the war with Russia. Moreover, Japan 
has concluded and published a treaty with 
Great Britain which binds either party to 
go to the aid of the other in case of war, 
and it is not accepted as at all probable 
that Great Britain could be involved in 
war with the United States over such @ 
question as-this San France isco affair. 

But in the talk at the State Department 
it has been recalled that the war with 
Russia began without a declaration, and 
several months before Russia was Pre 

pared for it. In other words, Japan, s¢@- 
ing that war was bound to come, struck 
when she was ready. 

Japanese Fighters Ready. 

With the single exception of financial 
preparation it is said that Japan has 
never been better prepared for war than 
she is at this moment. Since the con- 
clusion of peace with Russia there has 
been almost feverish activity in her ship- 
yards and arsenals. Her soldiers and 
sailors have had the training of war ex- 
perience, and, with a navy practically 
doubled since the beginning of the war 
with Russia, Japan is now in position to 
seize the Philippines and Hawaii almost 
immediately and bring a war directly to 
our coast. 

It ts the consideration of these facts 
that leads to the pessimistic view. At the 
same time it is well known that the people — 
of California and the Pacifio Coast gen- 
erally are thoroughly in earnest In their 
opposition to the Japanese.

The 
explorers were more than once nearly 
washed off their feet, the water reaching 
to their knees. The storm did not abate 
until, drenched to the skin in spite of 
blankets and rubber powers, and numbed 
with cold, they regained a rough hut on 
the road near the 5,000-foot level, which 
had been specially built as a_ shelter, 
where they built a fire and heated some 
coffee. 

The additional stretch of mountain 
forest opened up by the trail was found 
to be of great interest, and revealed some 
species of plants not hitherto known. It 
was wonderfully beautiful, and evoked 
exclamations of surprise and delight even

Although a very green youngster, [I 
liked his looks, and was confident he would 
develop into a successful player. I Inteded to 
try him behind the bat, but as Harry Taylor, 
the ex-President of the Eastern League, who 
was our first baseman, got hurt, I placed him 
at that bag, and although out of piace, he 
achieved a decided success. Some time later 
Shortstop Cahill was injured and Jennings took 
his place.

TV40TH ANNIVERSARY 


OF ST. PAUL’S TO-DAY 


Celebration at Historic Chapel to 
Continue Through the Week. 


STORY OF ITS FOUNDING 


The Work Was Begun When Broadway 
Was a Dusty Country Road—Fa- 
mous Events Centred There. 


One quiet day in May, 1764, a small 
| party of religious men and women gath- 
‘ered in a wheat field ‘“‘on Broadway, at 
| the corner of Partition Street, opposite 
; the Common.” Around were green fields, 
smiling orchards, shady groves, and the 
| black Swamps alongside Broadway, then 
{* dusty country road. 

With impressive services the little group 
|of men and women laid the cornerstone 
of St. Paul's, the second “ chapel of ease ”’ 
of Trinity Parish. To-day the 140th an- 
niversary of their work will be celebrated 
in St. Paul’s Chapel at Broadway and 
Fulton Street, which has retained its 
original dimensions of 112 by 72 feet dur- 
ing the growth of New York from a ham- 
let to a city of millions. The commem- 
orative exercises will continue through 
the week. This morning the vicar, the 
Rev. W. Montague Geer, will preach a 
historical sermon at 10 o'clock, and at 8 
P. M. there will be a service with ser- 
mon. 

On Tuesday, at the special hymn service 
five minutes after the noon hour, there 
will be an address by the Rev. W. T. 
Manning, and a reception for the congre- 
gation will be held in the evening. On 
Wednesday at noon the Rev. Leighton 
Parks, rector of Saint Bartholomew’s 
Church, will make the address, On Thurs- 
day, All Saints’ Day, a holy communion 
service will be held at the noon hour, and 
on Friday at that hour the speaker will 
| be the Rev. Dr. J. Lewis Parks, rector 
of Calvary Church. The exercises will be 
concluded on the following Sunday with a 
children’s service in the afternoon and 
with a procession at 8 %#’clock in the 
evening. } 

St. Paul’s has occupied an important 
place in the city’s history. In Revolution- 
ary times its rector, Samuel Auchmuty, 
ia gstanch royalist, closed Trinity, St. 
| George’s, and St. Paul’s ‘Chapels when 
| forbidden to read the prayers for the 
King at the time Washington took com- 
mand of the American forces. Auchmuty 
went within the British Hnes ‘in the 
Jerseys,” and held services there. Wash- 
lingtoh, after his inauguration, attended a 
| special service in the chapel with both 
houses of Congress. Washington attended 
Sabbath service there regularly from 1789 
to 1791, and recorded the fact in his diary. 
In 1824, the New York Choral Society 
|gave .a performance there in honor of 
| Lafayette, for which tickets were sold at 
|$1 each. This was a big event. 
| §$t. Paul’s celebrated its centennial forty 
| years ago, and in 1889 the one hundredth 
janniversary of Washington's inaugura- 
ltion was marked by a notable service, 
which was attended by President Cleve- 
land, Vice President Hendricks, and many 
| other prominent men. 











The church and the surrounding yard 
jare rich in relics and monuments. The old 
jsounding board over the pulpit is a 
| heritage of pre-Revolutionary times. On 
ithe top of this board there remains the 
lcoat of arms of the Prince of Wales, 
j; which was overlooked by the Americans 
who undertook to destroy every indica- 
tion of America’s dependence upon Eng- 
| land. The altar piece is a monument to 
; Gen. Montgomery, whose body was placed 
j}beneath it after the battle of Quebec. 
| The monument was a gift to the city, 
jand its curious adornments were the work 
| of Col. l'Enfant, who laid out the ground 
|plan of the City of Washington. 
| While the chapel has been so little af- 
| fected by the changes which have been 
| wrought in its vicinity that its front 
‘porch still looks toward the Hudson River 
j and its chancel remains turned away 
;from Broadway, the churchyard has not 
}so escaped. The erection of office build- 
ings destroyed the well-known elm tree 
which spread its boughs over the lower 


end of the churehyard for years. It was 
this tree which inspired Morris to write 
the poem ‘‘ Woodman, Spare That Tree,” 
which school children are taught to mem- 
orize for Arbor Day occasions.

One Case of Violence in Central Park 
Yesterday — Police to Guard 


Auto Cabs in Use. 


The number of strikers gathered around 
the garages of the New York Transporta- 
tion Company yesterday was much small- 
er than on the first two days of the strike 
of its chauffeurs, but no 
made to resume business. 
there a strong force of police at the gar- 
ages, but private detectives engaged by 
the company guarded them outside and 
inside. 

Yesterday afternoon six men in a red 
touring car ran toward an electric han- 
som owned by the New York Transporta- 
tion Company in front of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art, on the East Drive, 
Central Park, and pelted the chauffeur 
and the hansom with stones. Three of 
the men then jumped out of the auto, and 
were about to cut the wires connecting 
the motor batteries when Mounted Pa- 
trolman Daly came dashing down the 
drive. The men hurried back to their 
car, but one of them was too slow and 
was left behind. 

He was taken to the Arsenal, where he 
said he was Michael ©, Murphy of 829 
Seventh Avenue. He said that he was a 
laborer, but the police believe he is one of 
the striking chauffeurs. He was charged 
with being a suspicious person. 

The police did not take the name of the 
ohauffeur, but a man giving the name of 
Henry S. Spawn of 201 West Ninety-sixth 
Street, who was in the hansom at the 
time, appeared in the police station as 
complainant. He is believed to be a pri- 
vate detective, many of whom sent 
with chauffeurs who have taken the 
places of strikers to protect them.

tion company has secured a considerable 


number, are trained in the garage at For- 
ty-ninth Street and Eighth Avenue and 
sent up to the garage at Sixty-sixth 
Street and Second Avenue.

The only passengers 
were private detectives, of whom 
said that they had been Instructed to take 
snapshots the ringleaders in of 
any disturbance.

The 
driver, who suffered some contusions, was 
attended by an ambulance surgeon from 
the New York Hospital, and went home, 
the cab being sent for later in the day.

Shortly after Nicholas Ryan, a detective 
employed by the New York Transporta- 
tion Company, left the office on Eighth 
Avenue last night he was assaulted by 
men whom the police believe were strik- 
ing chauffeurs. Ryan is 56 years old, 
and lives at 532 West Fiftieth Street. 
With blood streaming down his face from 
a wound on his forehead, he ran up 
Eighth Avenue with the men chasing him. 

‘Kill the strike-breaker!’’ yelled the 
men. 

At Fifty-third Street Ryan ran up the 
stairs of the elevated station. Part of 
the men started to follow him, but fled 
when a cry of “police” was_ raised. 
Ryan was taken to Roosevelt Hospital 
suffering from a severe laceration of the 
scalp and contusions of the body. He 
went hcme later. 

There was a rumor spread among the 
striking chauffeurs, the police say, that 
the company had hired a _ professional 
strike breaker to bring on a number of 
chauffeurs from other cities to break the 
strike. 

At first it was Intended to send out a 
policeman on every cab until the strike 
but this, it was found, would 
not be popular with the patrons. When 
the company begins to take passengers 
all the places where riots are likely to 
occur will be well policed instead. 

The strike breakers are paid $2.31 a day, 
and are boarded and lodged. The strikers 
demanded $2 a day for stand work and 
$2.50 for driving private electric cabs. 
According to President Shea of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters the 
strikers will be paid $5 a week each dur- 
ing the strike by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor.

Mrs. Wharton herself, with a party of friends, 
saw the play there, and thought the performance of 
Miss Fay Davis an almost perfect interpretation of 
Lily Bart; she saw it again in New York, and Lily 
Bart had faded artistically in so many spots, and 
obtruded theatrically in so many others, that the 
keynote of the play was out of tune. 

What was the cause of this? 

The avenging fates that order the destiny of plays 
made to fit the eye of the producer, which may be 
the only optical capacity of the American theatre- 
goer. 

“The House of Mirth,” on its return trip from the 
West to New York, underwent a rapid revision of 
such atmosphere as Mrs. Wharton had insisted upon, 
even to the point of instructing Miss Davis to inter- 
pret hysterics at the end of the third act—‘‘to 
strengthen the play.” 

A comparison of the characters as they live in the 
book and as they strutted upon the stage left Mrs. 
Wharton in a coma of amazement. 

Those who know the authoress of the novel, who 
are the sort of people who have standards of deport- 
ment and feeling that are without hysteria or lime- 
light effects, understand her surprise. 

Ladies and gentlemen are not noisy, their re- 
strictions of manner are standards of breeding, and 
there are psychologic moments in the human play of 
their emotions that they don’t talk about, but that 
they show, nevertheless, and yet the authoress was 
asked to give them words, to make them talk, when 
the drama of the situation was in the proper propor- 
tion of silence. ' 

“J remember seeing a French actor hold the stage 
for nearly six minutes, entirely alone, just writing a 
letter, without saying a word, and the audience was 
as still as death,” said a gentleman, recalling a per- 
formance in Paris. This inference that what was 
lacking in “‘ The House of Mirth” was acting was as 
plain to Mrs. Wharton as to other discriminating 
spectators, which again brought up the old question 
why plays demanding the most accurate interpreta- 
tion, not of the leisure class, but of society in the 
highest application of that much-abused word, are 
not given the same care of production in America, 
the same selection of actors, the same faithful atten- 
tion to detail that the French theatre insists upon in 
such productions. 

Summed up, the facts reveal the grip of the com- 
mercial necessities upon even so advantageous a pro- 
duction as the play received. 

Insufficient rehearsals were inevitable, because 
the schedule of other productions could not be dis- 
turbed. Inefficient acting was equally unavoidable, 
because the actor market is also a matter of book- 
keeping. Dates had to be filled, no matter how un- 
finished the play was for artistic production. 

In the midst of rehearsals Mr. Clyde Fitch was 
obliged to leave them, to rehearse a new play of his 


own that could not be delayed, because of its sched- 
uled time of production. 

When the play came to New York dress re- 
hearsals were hoped for and partly promised, but.the 
stage was occupied with the scenery, which had to 
be cut down to fit the theatre and partly repainted. 
So the acting of the play was shelved for the stage 
carpenter. 

These absolute facts are the interesting reflec- 
tions which enable Mrs. Wharton to understand 
why the play of manners is at present impossible for 
the American stage. 

The failure of the play will not influence Mrs. 
Wharton's distinction in literature, and she has no 
regrets, for the novelty of the experience she admits 
has been full of value, literary and otherwise, but 
because so rarely does it happen in any art that a 
true picture of the society world can be made, it is a 
serious loss to the theatre. 

Mrs. Wharton has the greatest respect for the 
stage. She considers the art of acting and theatrical 
interpretation one of the great arts, and it seems a 
pity that the best resources of the theatre wére not 
utilized in her cause. 

It has been a surprise to those who have the 
most knowledge of plays, outside the ‘purely pro- 
fessional. It has revealed something lacking in the 
artistic endeavors of the American stage, and in that 
sense the failure may serve as a milestone pointing 
the road to better things. 

Whatever Mrs. Wharton hoped, she was never in 
sympathy with the “successful “’ play of modern 
make, with its deliberate melodramatic tricks, with 
its unrealities of people with heroic antics. 

Success, of course, Mrs. Wharton hoped for, (al- 
though the popular success of ‘‘ The House of Mirth” 
as a novel was a surprise,) but the artistic sacrifices 
so ruthlessly made in the performance of the play 
might,if they had been successfully protested against, 
have initiated in the American theatre an entirely 
new departure in stage quality. 

There is a wide distinction between literature and 
playmaking of recent years, and though Mrs. Whar- 
ton admits that her refations with the stage are too 
new to entitle her to judge authoritatively of her own 
play from theatrical standards, there can be no ques- 
tion of her sensibility for the high places in artistic 
and social standards, and the mystery to all her 
friends is that the producer overlooked these  ossi- 
bilities that were so largely to his own advantage. 

Mr. Fitch was unfortunately called away from re- 
hearsals far too soon for the assurance of the play’s 
success, and Mrs, Wharton acknowledges only his 
most agreeable and encouraging assistance as col- 
laborator. 

The trouble, say Mrs. Wharton’s friends and ad- 
mirers, is that ‘‘ The House of Mirth’”’ was the real 
thing in its own field, and the theatre reduced it to a 
claptrap drama of unreality. 

Although it failed, ‘‘ The House of Mirth” may re- 
main in the history of the dramatic season as a 
pioneer play, in which society, incomprehensible to as 
many audiences as actors, was written down untar- 
nished by the rust of bohemianism or sex problems. 

It suggests a text for the long-talked-of new 
theatre. May it lead the promoters in prayer to their 
ultimate salvation—for Mrs. Wharton herself cannot 
set a standard in the American art of the stage.

HE circus season of 1906 is drawing to a close. 
Some of the tented shows are now breaking 

@ up and others are migrating southward and 
will extend their season as far into the Win- 

ter as possible. But almost all of them will 
have disbanded by the middle of November. 

The large troupes of men and women who com- 
prise the various circus companies are drifting back 
into the cities. All are looking for “ jobs,” from the 
highest salaried aerial. performers, equestrians, 
equestriennes, and clowns down to the “ hands’”’ who 
tend the animals, drive the stakes, erect the tents. 
pull them down again, load the “ properties” on to 
the waiting cars or wagons, and sleep while they are 
on their way to the scene of the next performance, 

Then, too, there is the horde of “ grafters,’’ so- 
called, consisting of the concessionaries who “run” 
the lemonade stands, cane racks, and the like, the 
toy balloon men, the attachés of the auxiliary or side 
shows, to say nothing of the confidence and shell- 
game men and the plainer members of the gentry, 
the pickpockets and “strong arm artists.” These 
must give up their itinerant life. The merchants 
usually establish their business places where there 
are Winter shows and expositions, and of course a 
few of the evildoers follow in the same direction, but 
the latter, as a rule, have found their Summer’s 
“work” so profitable that they spend the cold 
months hanging on in a rendezvous of one of the 
various branches of the fraternity in the cities. 

The aerial performers and the specialists hope to 
“sign’’ for the Winter with some vaudeville com- 
pany. The “hand” shifts aimlessly about as the un- 
employed of his class usually do, accepting many 
jobs, keeping none, and living in an unexplained 
manner until Spring comes again and the show starts 
once more on its brief nomadic career. Only a few 
“hands” are required to care for the animals in 
their Winter quarters and to repair and alter the 
“properties ” and put them in shape for the coming 
season. 

“We went 'way out West this year,” said an old 
circus man who returned to New York a few days 
ago, “and talk about your city circus goers, they're 
not in it with the Indians, or the Mexicans, or the 
simple-minded ‘lumber-jack’ of the woods—the red 
man in particular. He will travel further, endure 
more privations, and do without more things to get 
the price of admission to a circus than any one else 
in the world. 

“I believe the red man enjoys the circus more 
than the negro, although he does not make so much 
fuss about it. The toot of the calliope will arouse 
the laziest Mexican greaser on the border, who never 
paid a debt in his life, and at showtime he planks 
down his 50 cents, which came from nobody knows 
where. But the Indians are more numerous, and in 
many of our stands in the Far West—in Montana, 
Idaho, and Wyoming, and down along the Mexican 
border—the red man formed the majority of the 
crowds. - 

“Sometimes they came from as far as 200 miles, 
on horseback, even on foot, starting on their long 
journeys two or three days before the day in order to 
be there in the morning and miss nothing, least of all 
the parade with the calliope bringing up the rear. 

“They strip their tepees of everything salable, 
such as bows and arrows, clay and stone pipes, skins, 
and the like, and peddle them around the town, and 
in this way gather together enough money to pay 
the admission price and buy some of the paleface fire- 
water. Many bring their families and camp in the 
vicinity, and to us circus people their appearance is 
far more interesting than our own performance, or 
almost anything else we see during the trip. 

“Indians at a circus are a curious sight. They sit 
stolidly in their places, scarcely moving during the 
entire performance. Even the most daring feats of 
the trapezist or bareback rider or the cleverest trick 
of the trained animals never evokes applause. They 
don’t know what it is to applaud. Occasionally they 
grunt, but that is the nearest they ever come to be- 
ing demonstrative. 

“When the performance is over the red men pro- 
ceed to fill up on their beloved fire-water, the squaws 
with their papooses patiently sitting on lumber piles 
or around the stores or railroad station, if there hap- 
pens to be one in the town, until the morning comes, 
and then their braves, with their ‘next morning’ 
heads, take the trail for their homes. 

“Chigamen and Japs are devoted to the circus, 
too. They are as undemonstrative as the Indians, 
and express their appreciation by attending time after

Case of the Working Girl 

with $5 a Week to be Met 

---No Ironclad Rules; No ‘Chris- 

tian Home’’ Supervision; Self-Re- 
spect to be Encouraged. 


WEEK ago a company of women gathered 
themselves together in the palatial rooms of 
the Hotel Astor and took for the subject of 
discussion the establishment of a cheap hotel 
for workingwomen. 

At first it had been rumored that the ob- 
ject of. their meeting was to tell women how to live 
on $3 a week. To their honor be it said, they did not 
attempt this mathematical feat. They eliminated 
the $3 a week from the discussion, or rather Mrs. 
Clarence Burns did it for them, by saying that she 
could not live on this wage, though, in the mercy of 
Heaven, she might die on it, and so end a weary ex- 
istence. If she did not die, she must become a public 
charge and be cared for by charity. 

Over the portals of such employments as paid the 
three-dollar-a-week wages these smart women at the 
iotel Astor, members of the New York City Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, inscribed the legend: 
** All Hope Abandon, Ye Who Enter Here.”’ 
So the three-dollar-a-week girl still waits for her 
redeemer, and while she waits she stands on the edge 
fa precipice. If from it she takes a jump, let none 
! doing dare to wonder,*much less con- 
- the three-dollar-a-week girl is young, and 
of life is in her. Finding she cannot live on 
a week, she may not be willing to die on it, neither 
will she accept charity. Some of us are suggesting 
that she go out to service and do domestic work in 
parlor and kitchen, but she will not do it. Therefore 
it would seem that we must leave her in the hands of 
fate.

Many of them are called “ Christian 
Homes.” Some months ago a young woman boarder 
at one of these ‘“‘ Christlan homes” went to take din- 
ner with a friend in Brooklyn. It was the rule of the 
home that all the inmates (‘“‘inmates”’ seems to be 
the accepted designation of those who live in “ Chris- 
tian homes ”’) should be in at 9:45 unless special per- 
mission to remain out later was given by the “ ma- 

Over in Brooklyn that night there was a block of 
cars, and it took two hours for the girl to get back. 
She rang the bell of the “ Christian home” at 10:45. 
She rang many times before the matron put her head 
out of the window to inquire what was wanted. 

The girl called up ‘and explained. Would the ma- 
tron let her in? 

“I don’t believe a word of it!’’ said the matron 
of the “Christian home,” and I will not get out of 
bed to come cown and let you in. If you break the 
rules you will have to stay out.” 

The matron turned over and went to sleep. Where 
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the girl went that night is not exactly known. 

There is nothing more enlightening than to listen 
to a number of working girls telling of their experi- 
ences at ‘“‘ Christian homes,’’ Many of these homes are 
neatly and comfortably kept, the food is nourishing, 
and not all their matrons are so actively engaged in 
sending girls to destruction as was the one just men- 
tioned. But the large majority of working girls are 
prejudiced against any institution that calls itself a 
“home,” and when at the Hotel Astor it was sug- 
gested that the new hotel be called a “‘ home,’ some 
sensible women declared that no matter what 
else it might be called it must never be called a 
** home,” 

I believe the first project for a workingwoman’s 
hotel was that which formed in the mind of A. T. 
Stewart, somewhere in the early seventies. The 
most important thing, in the minds of the members 
of the committee that had that gigantic enterprise in 
charge, seemed to be the formation of the “rules 
and regulations.” 

The Stewart Hotel was “ruled” out of existence. 
The women guests of that establishment objected to 
being ‘“‘ inmates” and they saw no reason why they 
should not be given the benefit of the doubt and be 
treated as decent, self-respecting women until they 
showed themselves to be otherwise. They delighted in 
the luxurious baths and the velvet carpets, but they 
delighted in liberty more. They were determined to 
hold up their heads, and there was an atmosphere 
about the hotel that tended to give them an expres- 
sion of furtiveness and detract from their dignity as 
women. And the Stewart Hotel philanthropic scheme 
was a failure. 

Then, much later, came the Martha Washington 
Hotel, an excellent hostelry, run on common sense 
plans, for women of leisure with good incomes or 
professional women with large salaries, but one can- 
not fancy a woman with less than $25 or $30 a week 
being able to live there. 

Next came the most delightful Tromart Inn, a 
hotel where a workingwoman who earns $10 a week 
can live not only in comfort, but to a certain extent 
in luxury, if she happens to be at work within walk- 
ing distance of the Inn and can dispense with car- 
fare. There she may hold her head as high as pos- 
sible. One searches in vain for any rule except such 
as one finds in every first-class hotel in New York. 
There is no “‘ matron,” but a manager, and a bright 
hotel clerk greets the coming guest. Five dollars a 
week for a room to one’s self, two meals a day, a de- 
lightful library, a half dozen cozy reception rooms, 
besides the large drawing room, and a big corridor. 
Here would seem to be the ideal. One wonders if the 
man who started the hotel, W. H. Martin, really 
thought up himself, all unaided by feminine hints, 
the idea of giving the girls a laundry and sewing 
room to use free of charge. If so, then all hotels 
for women ought to be started by men. 

But the end of the ery for accommodations for 
workingwomen is not yet. At the Tromart a girl 
needs $10 a week salary. If she has more than $15 
she is not received. The girl with more than $15 can 
combine with two chums and live in a Harlem flat. 
The girl with e than $10 could not, or at least 
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ought not, to pay $5 a week for board and two meals, 

As I have said, ‘“‘homes” abound in New York, 
and always more of them are being projected. But 
they do not fill the want. They are not the answer 
to the cry of the low-waged working girl. 

Finally last week the answer to the cry seemed to 
come. That it came from the environs of the Hotel 
Astor may impress some as incongruous and others 
as entirely appropriate. There was at first some 
difficulty in getting the idea down to a real business 
proposition. Many of the kind-hearted women want- 
ed to be philanthropic instead of businesslike. But 
they had for leader a woman who can be as business- 
like as the most businesslike man, Mrs. Clarence 
Burns, and when this leader declared that they were 
not going in for philanthropy, ‘ homes,” or “ rules 
and regulations,’ but for the formation of a stock 
company, to open a cheap hotel for workingwomen 
that should pay a small interest on the investment, 
her hearers fell into line right nobly. 

Shares at $5 apiece were not prohibitive. Indeed 
there might be some of the proposed working girl 
guests of the hotel who would gladly take a share 
or two themselves. How this would increase their 
sense of importance and responsibility! 

The start is to be a humble one. Even should 
some one offer to donate a site and put up a build- 
ing, the offer would be declined. In this respect it 
will differ in the very beginning from the Tromart 
Inn, where, I believe, the donor does not expect to 
get back his original outlay. These women of the 
Federation of Women’s Clubs will first get their sub- 
scriptions and then hire some houses already built, 
spend only such money as is absolutely necessary on 
improvements, and offer girls board and lodging for 
from $2.75 to $3.25 a week. A room alone for this 
price they cannot have. They are not now accus- 
tomed to rooming alone. Those who have lived at 
home have shared not only room but bed with other 
members of their families, while those who now 
board in tenement houses pay $4 a week for some- 
thing to eat and a “ shakedown ” at night, or, if they 
hire only a room, they pay $1.50 a week for it and 
do their own cooking of the food which they buy 
from pushcarts. 

According to a statement made by Mrs. Burns, it 
should not cost the hotel more than $1.50 a week to 
supply each girl with wholesome, well-cooked food. 
She mentioned an undertaking in which it had cost 
$1.40 a week to feed each growing girl in a company 
of over a hundred at a Summer home, and, as every- 
one knows, the average woman does not eat more 
heartily than a growing girl. Indeed, she probably 
eats less. This estimate for food would leave $1.25 
over on each girl’s payment (provided she only paid 
$2.75 weekly) to cover the expense of room, lighting, 
laundry of bed linen and necessarv domestic help. 
With a hundred girls in the hotel to start with, the 
scheme looks plausible enough. 

Outsiders will now wait with interest for the de- 
velopments. Every one knows that the Mills Hotels 
for men are paying 4 per cent., and there would seem 
to be no reason why hotels of the same sort for 
women should not pay. The Mills Hotel guests are 
provided with dinners for 15 cents and breakfasts 


time. In ’Frisco, before the ‘quake, the Chinks al- 
Ways turned out in droves to see the big circuses, 
crowds of several thousand being quite common. I 
don’t know how it’s been since the big disturbance, 
for we didn’t reach there this Summer. 

“An interesting sight is the crowd of lumber- 
jacks in the towns in the woods in Northern Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, and Michigan. A ‘ lumber-jack,’ 
you know, is one of those fellows who chops down 
the trees, skids them to streams, and drives them 
down the rivers to the mills. He is an interesting 
character in himself, and especially so at a circus. 
Of course, he manages to save up from his usually 
quickly spent salary when he hears a show is coming 
into the neighborhood, and, as is his custom on all 
occasions when the foreman isn’t looking, drinks 
quite heavily both before and after the performance. 
He takes an indescribable pleasure in witnessing @ 
circus, and has a peculiar, vociferous way of demon- 
strating his enthusiastic appreciation. With him cir- 
cus day is a red-letter holiday—a holiday whether the 
‘boss’ says so or not. 

“When the circus goes into the towns and cities 
in the Gulf States the cotton fields are deserted. The 
negroes attend in droves, each man usually bringing 
his whole large family, and scraping up money 
enough to take all of his whole large family even if 
he has to sell his shirt to do it. During the perform- 
ance the laughter and applause are deafening. The 
clowns always are the most popular, and frequently 
several other artists are worked into the rdéle of 
clown to supply the enthusiastic demand. 

“But there was one stand we played that for 
excitement ‘made every other one pale. It was in 
San Antonio. There was the greatest mob there I 
ever saw—cow-punchers from all over that section of 
the plains, Mexicans, Indians, negroés, and China- 
men. Although the Chinamen were quiet enough, the 
others made more noise than one would expect to 
hear at a frontier massacre. The Mexicans yelped at 
every act; the negroes laughed at the clowns until 
the earth actually trembled; when a woman rode the 
bucking horse the cowboys hollered. like mad, and, 
unable to give vent to their delight in that way, 
whipped out their revolvers and made the tent roof 
look like a big piece of mosquito bar. That night all 
the refreshments in the town were consumed, and 
during the continuous fights and brawls and the gen- 
eral pandemonium we folded our tents like the Egyp- 
tians and quietly took a sneak.”’ 


Home _ Athletics 


= INTER is the propitious season of the year 

for a girl to perfect herself in all outdoor 

sports, without the slightest inconvenience, 

To practice the principal strokes of swim- 

ming, scatter a small amount of sand on 

the parlor floor and sit under the chandelier 

with an umbrella. It is judicious to engage a young 

man who has never taught before, but if that is im- 

possible last season's instructor will doubtless be glad 
to answer the purpose. 

The simplest stroke is the overhand, and Its at- 
tained by first removing all the rings from the left 
hand. <A few graceful and confiding motions will 
then be all that is necessary. Some authorities lay 
great stress on the proper methods of breathing; but 
it seems to the present writer this is almost instinc- 
tive. Every girl always holds her breath until the 
swimming teacher comes to the point, and after that 
the chest is, as a matter of course, well inflated. The 
breast stroke is an excellent one to use in emergen- 
cies, and consists merely in throwing yourself on the 
coat at about the level of the second button. 

Above all things the learner must be careful to 
guard against cramp. When the first sign of this is 
detected in the pocketbook do not lose your head, but 
keep your presence of mind and use the crawl stroke 
lustily. This is accomplished by returning all pres- 
ents and promising to be a sister. 

I would advise the beginner not to waste any of 
the precious moments in acquiring the kick. This 
useful motion in all varieties, side and back, will be 
extensively practiced by your own family and the 
relatives of your teacher. It is not necessary to pay 
any attention to them. The racing stroke makes a 
very pretty exhibition, but it is seldom called into 


play by the girl. Your swimming teacher will give 
you a good example of this, if your father or the dog 
approaches his vicinity. 

This course of instruction should cover a month, 
at the end of which time the girl’s father will prob- 
ably give a demonstration of the apoplectic stroke, 
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and suppers for 10. Why not the same scale of 
prices for women? 

This brings up the subject of running the pro- 
posed hotel on two plans, the European and the 
American, and there was made at the meeting a sug- 
gestion that a sort of lunch counter should be run 
in the interest of those guests who did not desire to 
take all their meals, though they would want lodg- 
ing. One cent, two, three, four, and five cent dishes 
could be served over this counter at a smal] profit. 

When the word “ lodging ”’ is used in this connea- 
tion let it be understood that in this respect the new 
hotel for women will not be run on the Mills Hotel 
plan, which closes up the room to its occupants from 
early in the morning till the evening. The rooms 
will belong to the girls who hire them in the same 
way that any hotel room belongs to a guest. Four 
girls taking a room will find four beds, accommoda- 
tions in regard to bureaus, tables, rocking chairs, &c. 
They can brighten it up with their own little knick- 
knacks and make it a homey place, going in and out 
of it as they please when not at work. 

As has already been said, the rules and regula- 
tions will be those that obtain at all decent board- 
ing houses and hotels in New York City. Girls will 
be asked no impertinent questions, and the references 
required will be from their employers. They will be 
received as decent, self-respecting young women and 
treated as such. In case of failure to live up to the 
common standard of good breeding and morality, 
they will be asked for their room, just as would 
happen to them in any other boarding place. 

Will the hotel succeed started on this basis? It 
ought to. It must! There are the cynical who will 
deride the idea of a hotel for working girls without 
an iron-cast set of rules. These very ones, however, 
will write and prate of women as “angels” and as 
the moral superiors of men! Sensible workingwomen 
do not ask to be classified in this way. What they 
ask, what they demand, is to be treated with the 
same courtesy that is accorded to men. They would 
like to be treated as though they averaged morally 
as high as men. 

It is getting to be recognized that rules and régu- 
lations are generally first aids to the throwing off of 
moral restraint, while trust and confidence have just 
the opposite effect. 

And besides all this, such rules and regulations are 
a stigma. They are an insult to the Americah work- 
ing woman, implying that she is prone to mischief 
and irregularity, when her aptitude 1s for hard work 
and decency. Given half a fighting chance she can 
hold her own. 

She does not want benevolent rich women to take 
her case in hand or build a “home” for her. She 
does not want to be “done for” in this way. Hef as- 
sistance can better come from successful] business 
and professional women who have been through 
struggles of their own and remember the time when 
they themselves were keenly beset with the problem 
of getting enough to eat and a decent bed to sleep in. 
There are many such in New York, members of the 
Federation of Clubs, who have this scheme in hand, 
They ought to know how to manage this proposed 
hotel for working women.

Kaiser’s Voice Preserved 


ROF. E. W. SCRIPTURE has undertaken the 

systematic collection and preservation of 

“the voices of persons of historic, Hterary, or 

linguistic importance” by means of phonetic 

records. The first record actually taken by 

him for such a permanent archive in Amer- 

ica wags that of the German Emperor, and in the No- 

vember Century the professor gives the result of his 

study of the Emperor's voice, The arrangements for 

the meeting with the Emperor were made through 

Ambassador Charlemagne Tower. The apparatus 

was set up in the palace. The Emperor declaimed 

the beginning of the speech made by him at the un- 

veiling of the manument of Frederick the Great near 

Berlin, and also an original essay, of which Prof, 
Scriptifre ventures the following translation: 

* Be brave in adversity. Do not strive for what.is 
unattainable or worthless; be content with each day 
as it comes; look at the good side of everything; take 
pleasure in nature and accept your fellow-men as you 
find them, For a thousand bitter hours comfort your- 
self with a single happy one; in effort and deed al- 
ways do your, best, regardless of reward. He who 
can do this will be fortunate, free, and independent; 
the days of his life will always be happy ones. He 
who is distrustful does wrong to others and injures 
himself. It is our duty to consider every person good 
as long as he doés not prove the contrary. The world 
is so large, and we human beings s2 small, that every- 
thing cannot centre in us alone. Even when some- 
thing injures us or something hurts us, who can know 
but that it is necessary for the benefit of the whole 
creation? Everything in the world, whether good or 
otherwise, is the work of the great, wise will of the 
Almighty and All-knowing Creator, though we petty 
creatures may not be able to understand it. Every- 
thing in the world is exactly as it must be; and what- 
ever it may be, the good is always the will of the 
Creator.” 

Records of the will be deposited in the Na- 
tional Museum and in the Congressional Library in 
Washington and of the speech in Harvard University; 
one of each was returned by the Emperor and a du- 
plicate set by Prof. Scripture. These are the only 
phonetic records of the German Emperor's voice 
which exist at the time. In explaining the 
purpose of the coliection of which the Emperor's 
voice is the nucleus, the professor says: 

‘We shall never know how Shakespeare intended 
Hamlet to deliver his address to the players. He had 
his own notions concerning his plays, and undoubted- 
ly instructed his actors by precept, correction, and 
example; but the voice is lost, and all we have to-day 
are the: mere printed words. In printers’ fink and 
metal type we have nothing but the mummy of an 
author’s thought. How much more to us would be 
Longfellow’s Psalm of Life, spoken by his own 
voice than it can ever possibly be now! What would 
not the world give for records of the voices of Sopho- 
Charlemagne, Luther, and Washington?”

of the present epoch, the yellow man, or the 


black. Students of ancient picture writing 
and sculptured reliefs stand aghast before the multi- 
plicity of gods and goddesses in the pantheon of such 
leading Indian races as the Aztecs, the Mayas, and 
the Zapotecs. Students of the surviving beliefs 
among our own tribes of North America discover a 
very complicated ritual and an astonishing preoc- 
cupation of the Indian mind with beings of the other 
world, notwithstanding. the absence of anything 
that can be called a priesthood. 

The State of Oaxaca, Mexico, which supplied 
Juarez and Porfirio Diaz, the two greatest Presidents 
the republic has had, offers many relics that imply 
a high state of cultivatidn among the Indians of that 
region before the arrival of Cortes. Recently Mr. 
Marshall H. Saville has been making excavations not 
far from the celebrated buried palace or city of 
Mitla, and has found a number of tombs, with store 
of pottery urns, some of which retain traces of the 
colors that once made them brilliant. Two of the 
tombs and five of the urns are shown in to-day’s 
Pictorial Supplement. 

While the ancient Mexicans never reached the 
level in architecture indicated by the true arch, an 
invention found at an early date in Assyria and 
among the Etruscans, they came very near it by build- 
ing stone edifices with hammered rocks placed nearer 
and nearer as the opposite sides of the interior rose, 
until they closed the gap on top with a broad 
stone for a lid. In some cases they cut off the edges 
of the various courses which projected within, and 
produced the effect of a pointed arch inside. In 
Oaxaca the ruins of tombs and what apparently 


were temples or palaces do not show even this ad- 


vance. But the Zapotecs, or the tribes that lived 
before them, were clever at sculpture and decorated 
the walls of palaces and fronts of tombs with figures 
and designs of rare beauty. 
In regarding such grotesque images as are repro- 


duced in these pottery urns we must remember al- 


ways that the idols of the gods, as well as the 
priests who impersonated gods on certain festivals, 
were decorated with great masks formed of painted 
wood, set with brilliant cascades of feathers from 
the Quetzal and other birds of gorgeous plumage, and 
with head dresses formed of palm leaves gayly col- 
ored, The number of gods was practically unlimited, 
Only a few of them can be identified, after long 
study, and even with important gods like those of 
the sun and evening star, the Great Bear, and the 
four points of the compass, the variations in the 
symbols used to identify them baffle the most in- 
dustrious students. One god whose unmistakable 
snout appears often among the elaborate urns found 
in Zapotec graves is the Bat god. A certain bat has 
an appendage to its face so pecullar in shape that 
it cannot fail of notice. What these urns really 
signified is difficult to understand. They may have 
contained the bones of ancestors long deceased. and 
piously collected from the original spot where they 
were buried. Certainly they represent divinities of 
some sort. Now and then one finds a face of startling 
vigor in the modeling, which looks at one like the 
portrait of a living person, not a god. An example 
is the right-hand urn, representing a squatting chief, 
or priest, with arms crossed on his knees and a’ 
magnificent plumed mask pushed up over his fore- 
head. This one, and that to the extreme left, might 
well be likenesses. The former shows a well-known 
Indian type akin to those among our own Indians; 
the latter represents another type more like the 
Southern Chinese or the ordinary peon Indians of 
Michoacan, further to the north, :

HAT’S in a shipwreck? 

In a shipwreck on the stage 
there is a good deal more than 
the unsuspecting public ever 
imagines—and a good deal more 
than any one but the hard- 
working stage manager knows 

how to appreciate. 

Since the day when the first scenic ves- 
sel struck on the first imaginary rock and 
foundered, swaying helplessly to and fro 
in the groundswells of a make-believe 
pea, as one might say, since the days of 
the theatrical Noah's Ark, little or no 
important change had been made in the 
mechanical details that go to preduce the 
thrilling illusion. But now they have 
changed all that, and the spectators, 
though they still see only a remarkably 
good shipwreck in ‘‘ Cape Cod Folks,"’ are 
really being deceived according to a brand 
new formula.

Which tossing water, it is essential to 
note, has always been literally tossed by 
fifteen or twenty stage hands shaking a 
huge green cloth. This was all delight- 
fully simple, almost archaically so, and 
moderately effective. 

When the production at the Academy of 
Music was in process of construction the 
shipwreck scene proved a stumbling block, 
for the management had issued a dictum 
condemning the shaken cloth. The pro- 
ducer demanded something that would 
look more like a liquid wave—and so the 
stage managers constructed waves of 
wood! 

Those wooden rollers made of what is 
technically known as “profile ’’—that 
thinnest of thin substances from which 
the stage mechanic rears his massive pil- 
lars and battlements—are crested with 
canvas whitecaps. Paint is liberally used 
and: stereoptican effects are employed to 
complete the illusion. 

These wooden-waves, or at least the 
more important among them—since waves 
like the stars differ from one another in 
glory—are placed in nine distinct and sep- 
arate rows, reaching from the footlights 
to forty feet up the stage. Behind the 
scenes stand nine men who firmly grasp 
nine levers and thus supply the tempestu- 
ous energy for the nine rows of waves. 
Since real waves, as a rule, travel regu- 
larly, the imitations at the Academy are 
made to follow the same plan, each man 
starting his lever a bit later than the man 
whose wave, so to speak, is to take im- 


mediate precedence. 

In each of these nine rows of chief 
waves are ten lesser ones, each wave bee 
ing a separate entirety and capable of 
independent movement. It will be observed 
that the nine waves running in one direc- 
tion to form the trough of the sea are thug 
subdivided into ninety lesser waves rune 
ning in contrary ditections. Some of 
these little waves are swung by twisted 
piano wires from the files, some are raised 
upon eccentric blocks and are moved by 
a system of levers, and others are, fasteneg 
on revolving disks. The resulting effect 
is that of a dangerous “ cross” sea in’ a 
heavy storm. 

In addition to the nine men who are 
moving the nine great parallel billows. bee 
hind the scenery, are nine more stages 
hands stationed, as it were, between 
seas. Their business is to kick at regulay 
intervals; not to kick at the stage man<- 
ager or against him, but each to kick the 
movable bottom of the wave which sage 
between the two large rollers. Bach of 
these second “thrice times three” {is di- 
rected to give a gentle tap with his foot 
now and again to the hollow of the wave! 
For the wave has to have a substantial 
hollow to prevent people in the balcony 
from seeing the floor of the stage. 

Over all this intricate mechanism is 
thrown a stereoptican effect that gives 
the impression of a flying spindrift and 
whitecaps and gale-driyen particles of 
water. Simultaneously the electric light- 
ning flashed omniously, the stage thunder 
reverberates, and the solitary lighthouse 
far out from land gives forth its inter 
mittent warning. But all this witchery 
of lantern slides and lighting is subsid- 
iary to the more material illusion of wood, 
canvas, and paint. 

After an analysis of all this trickery it 
is comforting to know that the heroine 
who puts out to see in the tempest-tossed 
lifeboat is made of real flesh and blood. 
One begins to wonder whether in the 
course of time we shall not have papter- 
maché men and women, not in the satiric 
sense of the way in which actors and 
actresses are cynically desstibed by the 
blasé playgosr, but as a literal matter of 
fact. 

Who knows but what the day may 
come when the American stage, ever sup- 
plied with fresh inventions by the in- 
genious stage manager, will become an 
edition de luxe of the Italian puppet 
show? A mechanical Frankenstein or twe- 
“might have certain virtues superior to the 
weaknesses of mortal performers.

From this two enormously wide, 
but not very long, ostrich plumes started, 
one curled over the brim at the ear and 
the other extended a little further back 
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ck was laid a superb scarf of white 
ending one end in the ani- 
mal’s head and at the other with the tail. 
The large picture hat topping this cos- 
tume was pale yellow with white ostrich 
plumes, and pale blue tulle was put in as 
a cachepeigne. 


Black Ribbon Trimmings. 


A Peking striped Diack and white cloth 
skirt has been ordered by a 
woman, and it will be trimmed 
black velvet ribbon. 
the pavement. 
and a few under- 
centre will be a 
panel effect and up each side is to be a 
jadder of three-fourth-inch black velvet 
ribbon. In the exact centre of the pane! 
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lowest on the coat the skirts will flare the 
least bit, and at the bottom are to be per- 
haps two inches apart, On each side of the 
centre front will be a ladder of black vel- 
vet ribbon goring from the shouler seams 
to the edge of the coat. These ladders are 
to be graduated, and the lower part of the 
ladders on the coat match exactly the 
parts of those ladders on the skirt that 
they reach when the wearer stands 
straight and the coat is closed. 

The coat collar is designed to be of 
plain black velvet, and the revers of the 
striped goods are so cut that the stripes 
run upward from the centre. The sleeves 
will be large, slightly stiffened coat 
sleeves, and have deep cuff sections com- 
ing to the elbow and ending at the hands. 
The cuffs, too, have the Péking stripes 
going around the arm, and have small 
black buttons at the back. At the bottom 
of each cuff there is to be an inset of 
black velvet matching the collar. 


Illustrated Costumes. 


The little fur coat shown in the illus- 
tration is of broadtail, and has ermine 
revers and cuffs, and an ermine neck- 
piece and muff go with it. The hat, on the 
Tam o’ Shanter order, is also of black 
velvet, with an ermine band about the 
crown, and white quills, spotted with scar- 
let and black, at the side. 

The heavy broadcloth skirt is of silver 
gray, and the spat tops ‘of the patent 
leather shoes also match the skirt. Four 
rows of gray silk soutache braid go 
around the skirt eight inches from the 
edge. 

The blouse, which is not shown, is pale 
gray chiffon over silk of the same shade, 
and has a collar and shallow yoke of Irish 
crochet. The three-quarter Iength sleeves 
are finished by deep cuffs of the same lace, 

The young girl's street costume shown 
in the ilrustration is in cerise cloth, and 
the velvet.on the coat is a deep, soft 
shade of the same color, so dark as to 
suggest the dying rose. 

The skirt opens in panels stitched down 
with darker silk over still narrower pan- 
els, and the three stitched-on folds on 
the latter are of a slightly deeper shade 
of panne velvet. The tops of the cuffs 
and the edge of the collar are also fin- 
ished with cerise velvet. The waistcoat 
is of very heavy ecru lace over cerise 
satin, and it is picked out here and there 
by pale pink flowers done in heavy ‘silk. 

The little turned-down chapeau is in 
light cerise felt faced with velvet match- 
ing the dark velvet on the cuffs. Several 
shaded cerise quills are put at one side. 

The little depressed top of the chapeau, 
which is not seen, is filled in with the 
dark velvet shirred to represent a huge 
red rose. 


Sealskin and Broadtail. 


A beautiful three-quarter length coat 
in seal, with a bolero top and sleeves of 
broadtalil, lightened by embroidered cloth 
trimmings, is in the wardrobe of a hand- 
some young New York matron. 

The broadtail bolero has a turned-down 
shawl collar of the black broadcloth, 
edged with broadtafl and braided with 
shaded silk cords showing metal threads. 
The coat is single breasted, closing with 
two large enamel buttons in white and 
gold and paste] tints in the centre. The 
little bolero clasps the bust, fitting slight- 
ly under it and rounding up in the centre. 
A band of black cloth, heavily embroid- 
ered to match the collar, borders the coat, 

The sleeves are full and end a little 
below the elbow with rolled back cuffs. 
These cuffs are four inches wide at the 
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visible as a simulated tuck, there is set 
on a deep bias fold three inches wide that 
simulates a second tuck. Above this 
second tuck and concealing its applica- 
tion to the skirt, there is a three-quarter- 
inch band of heavy brown and bronze- 
green silk braid. Above this bronze-green 
soutache braid forms a line of almost 
Oval designs some two inches long by an 
tch across. Hvery twelve inches this 
soutache braid leaves the hem, curves up 
on the skirt and forms a series of seven 
small whorls, the line of braid going on 
from whor! to whorl until it reaches the 
eentrd, top and smallest whorl, and then 
turns down again, making larger whoris 
as it goes until it reaches a point near 
the hem. 

The skirt is cut in a circular shape and 
falls in two plaits below the hips, and in 
the back there are two inverted side plaits 
on each side, and the bottom falls in 
graceful plaits. 

The coat is a short pony affair that is 
Slashed at the under arm seams up from 
the bottom, which ends about five 
inches below the waist line, a third of the 
way from the waist line to the arms. The 
jacket hangs open in the front, although 
it can be brought together. In the centre 
back there is another slash like those 
under the arms. Two rows of soutache 
braid are set around the edges of the 
jacket, outlining the slashes and going up 
the side fronts for several inches. A half 
inch above these two rows there is a 
series of inch-wide whorls, also made 
with the soutache in the bronze-green 
shade, 

The sleeves are quite large and end a 
little below the elbow. When I say quite 
large, I mean that they are larger than 
the ordinary coat sleeves and are the 
same width at the bottom that they are 
at the top. These sleeves also are cut 
up at the inside seams, and the corners 
are rounded off, showing to the best 
advantage the narrow point lace ruffles 
set inside. The sleeves are also edged 
with two rows of soutache and have a 
row of three-quarter-inch whorls of the 
braid. Set in under the edge of the braid 
there is a line of fine, short-haired, brown 
fur, and from under this droops a scant 
ruffle of point lace. 

Down the centre of the sleeve from top 
to bottom there runs a single inch-wide 
applique of brown silk braid embroidered 
in green and showing threads of gold. 

A vest and shoulder pieces in one are 
cut out of bronze-green velvet and set 
on to the jacket so that the central sides 
form a vest ending six inches from the 
bottom. 

The sides round out from the bottom 
to the edge of the shoulders, and from 
that point epaulets of the velvet extend 
out over the tops of the sleeves. These 
epaulets flare from the shoulder seams, 
where they are four inches wide, to a 
width of seven inches, and are of an in- 
verted wedge shape. They are lined with 


green silk. Set on around this yest sec- 
tion and also around the edges of the 
epaulets are bands of the green and 
bronze embroidery that appear down the 
centre of the sleeves. 

On the inside of the vest—that is, where 
the fronts meet—the velvet edge is mere- 
ly turned under, and tabs of the embroide- 
ery, three in number, are turned back 
on each side front like huge button holes, 
and a large gold and bronze cabochon is 
set in each one. Showing under the plain 
turned-back edge of this velvet vest tWere 
is on each side a bit of the brown fur, 
perhaps an inch wide, that extends d@wn 
to the bottom of the vest. 


Black Velvet Carriage Coat. 


A sensible yet handsome three-quarter 
length coat in black chiffon velvet has the

inner seams and an inch broad at the 
outer.

The body of the coat, the seal section, 
slopes in a little toward the waist line, 
but falls in somewhat an Empire effect, 
and is full enough below the hips to fall 
around the knees at the sides and back 
in folds. The coat closes invisibly half 
way from the bust line to the bottom, but 
the lower half separates a little, showing 
rounde d corners.

waitresses In New York families make a 
pound of butter every day with one of the 
little new-fangled churns and never think 
of objecting to the extra work. 

**TI’m so interested in butter making that 
I always notice anything new in that line, 
go the other day when I was lunching at 
one of the famous homes of Nerv York, 
where the family keeps a large country 
place open the year round, my eye was 
naturally attracted by the little pat of 
butter at my place. It was oblong in 
shape and imprinted with the name of 
their out-of-town home. It was such a 
pretty touch of individuality that I 
couldn’t help but speak of it, when my 
hostess explained to me that not only was 
all their butter made at their country 
place and sent in regularly three times a 
week along with the fresh eggs and green- 
house flowers, but their herd of prize cows. 
furnished all the cream. used in the but- 
ter making.

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# A Knighted Pessimist & 


Sir William Richmond Talks on Art and Life, and 
Warns the Modern World Against Haste and Waste 


F we are to believe that gentle 
censor morum Mr. Punch, the Brit- 
ish, more than other people, are 
given to grumbling. Now and 
then an eminent British artist re- 
Heves his mind in public speech or 
public print, and then it is that 

we feel sure the world artistic is going 
to the dogs, with no one powerful enough 
to stop the downward slide. “ Going to 
the dogs"’ is an expression that harks 
back to the time when households ate in 
common hall at one long table and tite 
dogs circulated under the table, in order 
to eat the bones thrown to them there. 
When because of much- drink the ban- 
queters were able no longer to keep their 
hold on the bench they went literally “to 
the dogs.”’ 

This is what Sir William Richmond 
thinks ls now happening to art. 

‘Art and Life” is the text Sir William 

Richmond spoke to last week in Jehangir 
Hall, University of London, having been 
asked to give the first lecture of the 
Winter session. He charged the present 
day with breaking away from old tradi- 
tions in the East as well as In the West, 
in Japan as well as in England. Both 
countries are engaged in a mad race for 
commercial profits. Cheapness is sought 
at the expense of durability, imitations 
take the place of original creations, and 
mockery elbows sincerity out of the way. 
Despite museums and art schools, there 
few signs apparent that the average 
things is higher to-day 
“Probably it is lower 
than it was a century ago. .The problem 
which no one can solve is how we can 
regain what we have lost. We can not 
put back the clock.” 
The lecturer charges the modern world 
with an unhealthy love of change, a vola- 
tile craving for the excitement of move- 
pleasure in the mere fact of 
rapid motion. Under such conditions 
there can be no rest and concentration, 
and little contemplation. In a sense, he 
remarked, the world is growing vulgarly 
democratic, vulgarly similar in all its 
parts. We all dress alike, mostly in bad 
taste, and wholly without interest or ih- 
dividuality. There is a steady diminu- 
tion of the marked line between beauty 
and ugliness, as the different parts of the 
Commonwealth tend more and more to 
become similar and classified according 
to wealth rather than intelligence. There 
is perhaps at present no time left over 
to pay attention to such a small matter 
as good manners, the attainment of which 
in itself is an art. ‘‘We must whirl in 
motor cars regardless of life.’’ 

Reproduction throughout all the forms 
of literature, music, architecture, sculp- 
ture, painting has never been so universal 
as now. It is appalling. Is it that men 
to-day know too much, and therefore 
create next to nothing? Are modern peo- 
ple glutted with superficial knowledge 
and the sight of the productions of the 
great past, and so are content with the 
pleasure derived from them? 

Turning to the question of education Sir 
William Richmond asked his hearers if 
we were not overdoing education. Had 
the many schools, board and public 
schools, improved the manners and con- 
duct of the children? ‘‘ My own experience 
is that the children of the working classes 
are far less refined and respectful than 
they used to be.’’ And then he advised 
the teachers of the new schools of Great 
Britain under the Education act to give 
more time to the cultivation of respect 
and good manners, “and less to the stuf- 
fing of children with indigestible so- 
called education.” If this were done per- 
haps the acts of life might show signs of 
improvement and the whole tone of the 
nation might become more refined and 
cohesive. 

The speaker then took a wider flight 
and alluded to the question of compulsory 
military training which is now agitating 
England more than ever before. He be- 
lieves that when the country gets used 
to the idea the nation will accept general 
military service. If there is physical de- 
generacy among the young men who are 
or ought to the foundation of the 
future, surely some personal sacrifice 
would be made by a nation which is not 
yet entirely given over to luxury and 
self-indulgence. ‘‘ There is, indeed, some- 
thing wrong with us. The mischief is not 
racial. We have been a strong and 
artistic people. We have loved beauty and 
strength perhaps as much as money and 
wealth. We have had fine national ideals 
and a pride in our labors. Is it being 
maintained? That is the question.” 

If the life of the people, he concluded, is 
sordid, drunken, pleasure-seeking, squalld, 
then its arts will reflect its dis- 
grace. Art and life are in immediate con- 
nection; what the life of a people is, that 
its art will be. Make the nation great, self- 
reliant, simple, provident, disciplined, and 
in a true sense socialistic—and then indi- 
viduality will take care of itself. ‘‘ When 
the whole nation is proud of labor, when 
it is proud of its artisans, its artists, and 
of all noble and creative powers, the com- 
mercial prosperity will follow as a matter 
of course. Being high in its ideals, Eng-

land will stand up in the great race of 
growing prosperity, Intellectual as well as 
material, among the other nations, those 
of the Orient and those of the Occident."’ 
Few thinkers will be disposed to quarrel 
with this eminent painter's generalizations 
regarding the value to a nation of con- 
duct and high ideals, but some may ques- 
tion his comparisons between England to- 
day and England a hundred years ago. 
Outsiders, at any rate, do not admit de- 
generacy in the English except in so far 
as health suffers from their confinement 
to towns among the millions engaged in 
industrial pursuits. On the contrary, the 
agricultural British and those who are 
not forced to live in grimy factory towns 
are better housed, clothed, and fed than 
ever before. Even in Ireland the im- 
provement during the past two decades 
is marked, and certainly Ireland is the 
last part of the empire to get advantages. 
Nevertheless there is so much truth in 
what Sir Willlam Richmond says about 
the haste and waste of modern life that 
his words are well worth consideration.

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Some very welcome donations are falling 
in the lap of the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts this Autumn.

N the gallery occupied until last 
Spring by the Ehrich Gallery of 
old masters, the firm of K. J. Col- 
lins, which the ground 
floor of 8 West Thirty-third Street, 
has opened an exhibition of rare 
French and English line engrav- 

ings and mezzotints. Although occasion- 
ally sellers of these popular works of art 
heretofore, this is a new departure that 
has been suggested by the steady demand 
here and abroad for engravings which at 
one time brought comparatively small 
prices, but now vie in cost with paintings

by old masters. 

It is a singular result of the 
fashion among collecters that a 
print after a work by Reynolds, Hoppner, 
or Watteau will often bring more than 
an excellent example In oils by the same 
masters. A copy, in other words, is rated 
at a higher price than an original. At the 
Huth sale in 1905 a proof print after an 
oil painting brought $6,000, though the 
original went for about $1,000. The rea- 
is that there ten times many 
persons looking fine engravings as 
there are who the original paint- 
ings. 

In the gallery on the top floor some of 
the most remarkable prints ** Marie 
Antoinette’ and ‘“ Petits Parrains,”’ by 
Moreau le Jeune, and a set of the Four 
Seasons by Watteau. Among the mezzo- 
tints by Bartolozzi are “ Venus Attended 
by the Graces,” after Angelica Kauff- 
man, and “‘ Cornelia, Mother of the Grac- 
chi,” after Benjamin West. Morland was 
a prime favorite with the engravers and 
public. Often he painted expressly

Another very popular piece is the 
bust of a Bacchante by Reynolds, en- 
graved by W. Nutter. Other Reynoldses 
shown here include portraits of Lady 
Crew, Lady Boynton, and Lady Bing- 
ham, engraved by Watson, and that of 
Lady Spencer, engraved by J. Pott, but 
there are many more among the. four- 
score prints on the walls—Miss Abington, 
“ Lady in Turkish Dress,” and s¢é forth.

Justice Bischoff’s recent decision in the 
matter of John O’Leary against Tenement 
House Commissioner Butler means that it 
will be no longer sible to build tene- 
ments’ containing alcove rooms without 
windows. 

Justice Bischoff refrained from examin 
ing into the merits of the plans in dis- 
pute, but simply refused to grant 
mandamus compelling the ‘Tenement 
House Department to accept the plans, 
and thus added the weight of his opinion 
to that handed down last year by Justice 
Greenbaum.
